Father Hyacirithe does not want for 
imitators, as trie Geneva 'Courier' an 
nouncea officially the approaching 
marriage of M . li. Virneux, euro of 
Genova, ami Miss Jeanne Blanc-Quin- 
al. 

Benjamin Disraeli is no longer en- 
titled to vote for a member of the 
House of Commons .His name has been 
removed from the voters' list in accor- 
dance with an old regulation which 
requires that Members of Parliament 
shall be elected by their peeis. Being 
now a Lord, he that was Mr, Disraeli 
cannot vote for a Commoner. He had 
been assessed at Bath, County of 
Somerset. 

No slight sensation was created in 
Gleushiel the other day by Rev. Mr. 
McKay, of the Free Church, denounc- 
ing from the pulpit the holding of a 
ball given by three of the principal 
farmers in this district to the shop- 
herds aud others in their employment. 
The rev. gentleman threatened to 
withold from those who attended such 
entertainments the privileges of bap- 
tism aud church membership, and 
characterized dancing as an im- 
moral aud profane practice, which 
led its votaries on the broad path 
leading to destruction, and ought 
therefore not to be tolerated among 
professing Christians. Tlio Established 
Church minister of the parish, it 
seems, was present at the entertain- 
ment referred to. 

Slado and Simmons, the American 
rjrofessors of spiritualism, appeared at 
Bow street for the second timo, in 
answer to tho charge of Professor 
Lankester of conspiring to obtain 
money by fraud. The greater part of 
tho day was occupied by tho cross- 
examination of Dr. Lankester. This 
was followed by an exhibition by Mr. 
Maskelyne of the way in which a con- 
juror can write upon a slate under a ta- 
ble, and how ho makes invisible writing 
appear. This part of tho caso excited 
great interest and some amusement 
in tho court, especially as tho defend- 
ants produced the table used at their 
seances. The magistrate declared it 
was a most peculiar table, aud Mr. 
Maskelyne said it was made expressly 
for conjuring purposes. The table 
was impounded as evidence in tho 
case, and the further hearing was 
adjourned for ten days. 

Lord Napier of Magdala landed at 
Gibraltar on October 10th, the Channel 
Hoet saluting and manning yards as he 
stepped ashore. His Excellency was 
sworn in as Governor of Gibraltar at 
noon. 

Recently tho sum of £10,000 in 
Bank of England notes was paid into 
a bank in Glasgow, and on the bank 
making inquiries at its London agents 
a telegram, apparently genuine, was 
received in reply to the effect that 
the notes were all right. On the faith 
of this the bank issued a draft on its 
branch office in Greenock, and twu 
hours afterwards it was presented and 
honoured, the payment being made 
in £100 Scotch notes. Alter this 
had been done a telegram was received 
stopping payment of the draft. The 
notes of the Bank of England are said 
to be a portion of a sum said to have 
been paid for foreign bonds, value 
£30,000, which wore stolen in Septem- 
ber while in the course of transmission 
from Paris. The numbers of the 
Scotch notes aru not known. The 
object of tho person who effected the 
exchange has no doubt been attained. 
A Scotland yard detective is now- 
investigating the matter. 

In the annals of suicide fow cases 
are more remarkable than one which 
occurred a few days ago at NitBhill, in 
Scotland, where n miner named Dun- 
can dehborately blew himself up with 
dynamite. Jt seems that the unfortu- 
nate man, who was about fifty years 
of age, was much distressed at hours 
remarks made about him by his neigh- 
bors. On Monday afternoon ho was 
seen coming out of his house with a 
parcel in his hand, described as being 
about the size of a 21b loaf, and to 
which were attached two pieces of 
colliers' "strum," or match. This 
parcel contained dynamite. Having 
procured a match from the house of a 
neighbor, to whom he remarked that 
"they had Baid a great deal of him 
lately, but ho would put it past thoni 
now." Duncan went out into tho 
street, and putting tho parcel down on 
tho ground, leaned well over it. Ho 
then lighted the "strum" with tho 
match. At this moment somo boys, 



attracted by his unusual attitude, came 
towards him. "Keep back," shouted 
Duncan, "for tho lovo of God! or you 
will bo blown into eternity!" Thus 
adjured, tho boys did keep back; aud 
it was well for them that they did so, 
for a moment later there was a loud 
explosion, which startled tho whole 
village, and Duncan was instantan- 
eously blown to atoms. On tho spot 
where tho dynamite had been laid 
there was left a bole about three 
feet deep by two and a half wide. 

Onco more the rumor is reuived that 
tho Czar will abdicate, or, at least, 
appoint his son Regent for a prolonged 
period. Tho Czarewitch is uow in his 
il'Jud year — just in his prime, that is. 
His accession would probably induce 
an important modification in foreign 
politics, for he is as strongly French 
in his sympathies as his father is 
German. 

Tho body of young man, dreadfully 
mangled, was discovered on tho South 
western lino between Guildford and 
Godalming. A letter found oh the 
deceased showed that he was a pro- 
fessional bowler at the Charterhouse, 
and the son of Julious Ctesar, tho 
celebrated cricketer, and now tutor at 
tho Charterhouse. Tho deceased , who 
was also named Julius Crcsnr, states 
in a letter, which is addressed to his 
father, that ho had long determined to 
destroy himself, on account, of his 
behaviour to one be loved. Ho regrets 
tho trouble ho has caused, and signs 
himself "Your unfaithful son." De- 
ceased, who was only twenty-one years 
of age, was a very promising crick- 
eter. 

Mr. Valentino Baker, ox-colonel, 
10th Hussars, is now regularly engag- 
ed in tho War Office at Constantinople 
and is busy organizing a plan for the 
remodelling of tho whole Turkish cav- 
alry. If his scheme is followed out, 
the Ottoman mounted branch of the 
service will become ono of tho finest 
bodies of mounted troops in the world. 
Part of tho proposed scheme is that, 
at any rato for somo years to como, 
commands in both cavalry regiments 
and squadrons aro only to bo given to 
English cavalry regiments, It is bel- 
ieved that this arrangement will not 
only give employment to a consider- 
able number of half-pay English cav- 
alry officers in Turkey, but will also 
induco many young Turkish officers 
to como to England for training in our 
cavalry regiments. 

Tho news from Iceland by private 
lottery is very deplorable. The fishing 
season has been quite a failure, and 
no fewer than 1,8000 Icelanders have 
emigrated to Canada. The privations 
of tho laboring people are very great. 

Tho London Telegraph says: — Tho 
unfortunate position of tho European 
captives at Whydah has so entirely 
set sido any idea of immediate action, 
that although it was intended that the 
present mouth should have witnessed 
the commencement (if active opera- 
tions against tho King, we now bear 
by the latest mail from the station, 
that the commodore intended to sail 
for St. Helena at the end of Septem- 
ber. A sufficient number of ships to 
blockade tho Dahomey coast were to 
remain employed upon that service, 
but the commodore was not expected 
to return until ho had received from 
England instructions as to what fur- 
ther measures should bo taken.

BOGUS TRAVELING EXPENSES. 

When the Opposition press assail 
the Government with coarse nbusc let 
us ask ourselves what description of 
character it is that they admire. Wo 
shall find this a very consolatory ques- 
tion. Comparisons are said to be 
odious; hut tbey nro jevertheless 
frequently useful and instructive. 
■When we find the organs of the so- 
called Opposition denouncing tho de- 
partmental heads of tho Government us 
wasteful, incompetent and neglectful, 
•wo turn to the official records of the 
doings of the Opposition when thoy 
hold power to ascertain tho kind of 
of men that found favor in their eyes. 
The party that ia now tho "outs" 
hold power three years; and during 
that period a greater amount of wrong- 
doing was developed than during tho 
entiro fifteen years of Crown Colony 
rule— bad as that was. Tho DoCos- 
mos Ministry was conceive 1 in iniqui- 
ty and brought forth in sin. Tho 
leader surrendered the little principle 
he ever possessed when ho formed his 
Ministry, every member of which was 
an avowed political opponent and a 
personal enemy. The elements were 
incongruiouy iu sentiment, and they 
wore wonderfully cohesive in the ap- 
propriation of tho spoils of office. 
Bel'o»o they had been three months in 
power the Taxada Grab occurred with 
the concurrence and active assistance 
of the Premier, who actually under- 
dertook foi a commission of §50,000 
to sell the mine (wbioh he had irregu- 
larly conveyed tor speculative purposes 
to its present holders over the heads 
of capitalists who would have worked 
the mine) in the Loudon market. 
Having secured maps of tlie mine and 
specimens of the 010 the Prem er 
started on the trip that was to insure 
him a profit of $50,000. But not at his 
own expense; oh, no! He contrived 
verv adroitly to make the Province 
defray his "travelling expenses, etc.," 
notwithstanding that he was to re- 
ceive at least §1,000 in mileage from the 
the Canadian Government for going 
to and returning back from Ottawa. 
Now at that time the Colony was re- 
presented in London by uu Agent- 
General— Mr. Sprout— an able and 
experienced gentleman, who, having 
close relations with several men- 
bers of the British Ministry and 
many members of the Commons, was 
in a position to transact successfully 
any public business that might be en- 
trusted to him. One of the duties as- 
signed to Mr. Sproat was to obtain a 
grant of money from the British Gov- 
ernment for the construction of a dry 
dock at Esquimau. But in order that 
he might visit London with his iron 
mine mups and receive §50,000 com- 
mission, tho Premier of theDeCosmos 
Ministry appointed himself delegate 
to Loudon for the transaction of the 
business that had previously been 
placed in Mr. Sprout's hands. 
"Well, he reached Loudon 
and, of course, went direct to the 
Agent-General's office. He made use 
of Mr. Sproat's iulluenco and inter- 
est with tho Ministry and tho Com- 
mons, signed letters written to the 
Admiralty by Mr. Sprout— the Premier 
being busied in trying to float Taxada 
iron, and quite unaccustomed 
to the good society in which he found 
himself. Mr. Sproat succeeded in ob- 
taining an Imperial grant of £30,000 
for the Province. But, while Mr. 
Sproat was successful in Ins lubors, 
the Premier failed in his. Taxada 
iron did not "float" worth a cent at 
London, and the Premier returned to 
tho Province and drew $1600 as travel- 
ing expeuses for doing work which 
Mr. Sproat had done, and which Mr. 
Sproat could have done without Mr. 
DoCosmos going to London at all. 
This, brielly, is tho history of tho Do- 
Cosmos mission to England in 1873. 
That there was no necessity for his go- 
in" on drydock business is best been 
from tho fact that Mr. Sprout was a 
paid officer of the Government whoso 
duty it was to apply for tho grant and 
through whoso efforts alone is the 
Province indebted for the success of 
tho application. That Air. LeCos- 
mos' mission without Mr. Sproat's aid 
would have proved a failure is evident 
from the frightful muddle into which 
ho plunged the portion of the drydock 
business ho tried to transact with the 
Ottawa Government. Well, when .Mr. 
DeCosmos came buck to Victoria bo 
couceuled the real object of his trip to 
London, and gathered all Mr. Sprout's 
laurels and wear* them still I A few 
days ago, the laurels havii g become 
faded and somewhat worn, We watered 
them afresh with editoiial tears 
and denied that Mr. Sprout was en 
titled to a single leal. How widely 
different was Mr. Walkeui's course. 
He, too, went to England on a mission. 
Ho, too, uvailed himself of Mr. Sprout's 
knowledge aud experience in treating 
with the British Government. But 
there tho similarity ceases. Mr, Wal 
kern alwayB gave Mr. Sprout credit for 
valuable assistance while in London. 
On and off the floor of the House he 
has never failed to award tho meed of 
praiso to tho ex-Agent-Genoral. We 
do not say tuat Mr. Walkem was in- 
debted, iu tho same seuse that Mr. De 
Cosmos was, to Mr. Sproat; because 
Mr. Waikein has ability, while Mr. 
DeOosmoH has nono. But his path to 
the Colonial Office was Bmoothud by 



Mr. Sproat and he has never failed to 
acknowledge tho obligation. 

There are a great many black marks 
against tho Opposition. There is 
tho wholesale donation of public hinds 
to frionds. The admission of Chinese 
to tho Municipal franchise, by which 
Victoria has boon turned over to the 
tender mercies of Civio plunderers. 
Tho refusal to make roads in districts 
that returned members opposed to 
the then Ministry. Tho refusal to treat 
with Edgar. Tho decay of tho Cari- 
boo wagon-road which the present 
Chief Commissioner has placed in a 
Btate of splendid repair. The Ques- 
nel bridge folly that has cost the coun- 
try §55,000. Tho burrowing money 
from Canada at a time when Canada 
was in debt to tho Province for an 
overland railway. The reckless ex- 
penditure of money without tho au- 
thority of tho House. Tho delay of 
drydock work; and many other acts 
that stump a majority, at loast, of Mr. 
Elliott's predecessors as incompetent 
if not out-and-out dishonest. We 
know of no irregularity that can bo 
cited against tho Elliott Government. 
We know of no land jobs, no reckless 
expenditure of public monies, no giv- 
ing away of the public domain to poli- 
tical friends, no favoritism in tho ex- 
penditure of road monies. Govern- 
ments, like individuals, are not infalli- 
ble. Wo have high authority forsuying 
that "none aro perfect;" but wo feel 
assured that since tho present Govern- 
ment cauio into power jobbery and 
corruption have been unknown in 
every department.

^Destructive Fire at Fort Essing'ton. 

By the am ml of the steamer Otter last 
night we lo.irn that a destructive fire took 
place at Port Essington on tho night of 
tho 30th ultimo. Tho steam saw-mill 
which had been ereoted by McAllister 
Brothers for the construction of their new 
steamer took tiro ami was burned to the 
ground. Tho sails, blocks, tackles, etc., 
imported from England at a great cost 
were also entirely demolished, and it was 
only by tho most strenuous efforts that 
tho' vessel herself was saved from dis- 
traction. Tho saw-mill gave employment 
to ho mo GO men— half white and half 
pative— ami I ho maimer in which they, 
augmented by a pos'e of Indians, worked 
to save iho handsome boat was most 
praiseworthy. The flames so nearly ap- 
proached the steamer that s-ho bad to 
bo literally clothed with blankets, 
which ivero saturated with water, but in 
spito of oven this precaution they were 
scorched and fell from her sides like tin- 
der. The lumber and deck planking 
which had been cut and carefully finish- 
ed for fitting up the ves-ei were destroy- 
ed and the total loss is estimated in 
round figures at some §12,000. The fire 
is supposed to have originated accidental- 
ly us every ono employed about tho mill 
or on tho vessel was interested in the suc- 
cess of tho enterprise. There was no in- 
surance on tho property consumed, the 
owners of which have tho sympathy of 
tho community. 

New Steamer. 

Messrs. McAllister Bros', new steamer 
wa9 successfully launched at Port Easing 
ton on the 4th hist, anil arrived hero last 
ovoniug in tow of tho steamer Otter. Sho 
is beautifully modelled and when fitted 
with engines will bo the most powerful 
tow-boat on the Pacific coast, equal in fact 
to any which now leaves tho port of 
Liverpool. Sho is 170i't. longjand has 27 ft. 
beam and will carry two 25-ton boilers. 
Her machinery, which will shortly bo 
placed in position, is of the most modern 
and expensive pattern and will enable 
hor to travel at tho rate of 15 knots per 
hour. Her tonnago is calculated at 500 
tons. Sho has been christened tho 
'"Alexander" and will ho fitted up in as 
commodious a manner as possible with a 
view to passengor accommodation. 

Actoh in Bad Odor. — Tho Portland 
Oregonian says: Jus. A. Home, tho well- 
known actor, who has visited this city 
several times, has recently got himself 
into very bad odor with the people of San 
Francisco. While under tho influence of 
liquor, Horne^so far transcended tho 
limits of decency and manhood as to com- 
mit a brutal assault on tho person of Miss 
Eleanor Carey, tho Australian actress, 
with whom ho tiad some unpleasant words 
behind the scenes. Heme was stage 
manager at the Academy of Music, and 
during the trouble with Jliss Carey, she 
became so exasperatrd at tho very inde- 
cent and ungentlemanly language used 
towards hor that she seized the brute by 
tho throat and attempted to eject him 
from the dresaingroom. Forgetting that 
it was a defenseless anil unprotected 
woman with whom ho was dealing, Heme 
struck Miss Carey a powerful blow with 
his fist en ono side of tho face severely 
bruising and disfiguring her features. 
The press of that city handled him with- 
out gloves, and much public indignation 
was felt and expressed over tho cowardly 
assault, Heine publishes u card in which 
ho attempts to apologize and measurably 
justify his conduct.

Shocking Suicide. 

About 7 o'clock yesterday morning a 
Welshman mamed Evan Benjamin was 
found in a dying state in tho water-closet 
at tho rear of tho Oroleans House, Cor- 
morant street. Ho was bleeding from a 
terrible wound in the right temple. An 
old fashioned, doublobarreled pistol, hav- 
ing ouo barrel recently discharged, lay on 
tho lap of the dying man. Ho died soon 
after being discovered. Tho evnlouce of 
J. W. Irving, who first found tho body, 
and Mr. S. Jonos, proprietor of tho Or- 
leans Houso, was taken. Mr. Jonos do- 
posed that deceased camo to his house on 
last Saturday ovouing from tho Enter- 
prise, having boon on tho railway survey. 
Ho got his pay on Monday last. Ho was 
a quiet man, but was "tight" ouo night 
sinco his arrival. Yesterday at 0% o'olock 
ho took breakfast and is supposed to havo 
shot himself almost immediately after, as 
a pistol shot was heard about 7 o'clock. 
John MoCinnis deposod that ho know 
deceased sinco 1865 in Cariboo. He 
drank a good doai and wus between 50 or 
00 years of ago. Officer Lindsay deposed 
that Air. Jones called him about 1% o'- 
clock yesterday morning aud informed 
him of tho occurrence. Tho ollicer took 
charge of the body. From papers found 
on tho body it appeared that ho had min- 
ed iu Cariboo, Umiueca and Cassiar._ An 
empty purse wus found among his effects, 
showing that his moans were exhausted. 
Letters from friends at Cardiff, Wales, 
breathing affeotionate regards, woro also 
found on his person. A witness named 
McLood said ho slept in tho same room 
withdeccasod Friday night. Deceased 
said to him, "tho man that get's broke is 
a fool." Deceased was tight when he 
made tho remark, aud had been drinking 
freely sinco ho camo to town. Mr. D. 
McMillan, Engineer C. P. E. S., deposed 
that deceased had been employed on the 
survev party of which ho was in charge. 
When tho party reached Yalo expecting 
to como straight on to Victoria instruc- 
tions were received to turn back aud sur- 
vey tho Frasor Canyons. Tho deceased 
was I old ho would be wanted to work, and 
ho seemed very much dissatisfied and re- 
marked that be would but au end to him- 
self in Victoria. Deceased was a strange 
man and frequently in a despondent frame 
of mind. At times ho was accustomed to 
drink hard. Tho jury after a brief con- 
sultation returned a verdict that deceased 
committed suicido whilst in a fit of tem- 
porary insanity. 

—On the eve 
of Mr. Isaac Fisher's departure, from 
Barkerville, where he has for tbe past 3 
years acted as agent of the Bank of British 
Columbia, he was entertained by a num- 
ber of friends who presented him with

"On tho eve of your departure from 
Barkerville; to visit your native land 
your numerous friends in Cariboo de- 
sire to expross their regret at losing you 
as a resident of the district, and at the 
same limo to convey their sincere hope 
that your trip may prove a sourco of 
pleasure and that your future career may- 
be ai suecesful as either they or you can 
desire, Beforo parting they beg to testi- 
fy their appreciation of tho manner in 
which you havo acted as agent of tho 
Bank of British Columbia at Barkerville, 
combining courtesy to thoso transacting 
business with fidelity to tho interests of 
tho institution." 

Mr. Fisher arrived hero yesterday por 
stoamer Enterprise and was congratulat- 
ed on his return by numerous friends. 

A Good Result. — Notwithstanding the 
ridicule of one of the members of the 
City Council heaped on Kev. Mr. McGre- 
gor's application for pecuniary assistance 
iu tho case of Mrs. Lewis and family, and 
in spito of the scurrility of tho Standard, 
a journal which always abets disgraceful 
proceedings, our appeal to the charitably 
disposed people of tho City has been very 
liberally responded to.

EASTERN STATES. 

New Orleans, Nov. 9.— Liout.-Gov. 
Antouo's houso in this city has just boen 
burned to tho ground. 

Boston, Nov. 10.-— Jules Brier hangod 
himself last night under the dolusion that 
Tildou was elected Presidont. 

New York, Nov. 10. — Capt. Borneckor, 
of the ship Norma, who passed off Sablo 
Island Nov. 1th a steamship resembling a 
man-of war aud thought to bo the miss- 
ing U. S. stoamor Franklin bearing back 
tho fugitive W. M - Tweed, says ho passed 
within three ship's length of tho stoamer 
aud noticed she had a heavy roll as if 
water logged. Wus positive her guns 
alono would not havo caused her to roll 
so heavily. There was at that time a strong 
breeze, but tho sea was moderate, and no 
vessel in good condition would bo ser- 
iously affected by it. Tho stoamer rolled 
from side to side so that her gunwales 
woro almost if not quite uudor water. It 
was bright moonlight and his observa- 
tions of tho vessel's movements were as 
accurate as they could havo boon by day- 
light. Tho ship was making very slow 
progress, but tho Norma beiug compollod 
to beat up against a head wind the stoam- 
or was soon lost sight of. Capt. Bernoc- 
kor did not offer assistance nor did ho 
hail tho stoamor as she was so near that if 
assistance had been wautod it would have 
been asked for. 

A Washington telegram stato that Sec- 
retary of the Navy after consulting sover- 
al naval officers last night, sent orders to 
Capt. John 1'. Russell, commander of tho 
U. S. steamer Powhattan at Norfolk, to 
proceed without a moment's delay in 
search of tho Franklin and tow her into 
port.

— Transportation 
for troops to pass through this city to- 
night for Florida has been ordered; and 
advices from that Stato says the State has 
undoubtedly gone Democratic by 2000 
majority. There have been no disturb- 
ances as far as hoard from. 

Oharliston, S. C, Nov. 10.— Full offi- 
cial returns are not obtainable for somo 
days; bat a report bused upon roturna of 
managers of the- differont precincts, which 
aro as good tv official, givo tho Stato to 
Hampton and Tilden by about 1000. Tho 
Republicans have evidently givou up tho 
Stato on the popular vote, but over an in- 
tention to throw out tho vote of Edgefield 
County on the score of Democruts re- 
peating. Tho county gave 300 Democrat; 
ic. In it there woro two companies of U. 
S. troops at tho election. There is no 
grounds for tho ohurge of repeating and 
fraud by the Democrats, but thero is for 
Republican fraud, except for whioh the 
Democrats would have from 5000 to 10,- 
000 majority. The dispatch, says every- 
thing is quiet thero. 

Raleigh, N. C, Nov. 10. —Additional 
returns increase tho Democratic majority 
in tho State. It may reach 17,000, 

Washington, Nov. 10. — The excitement 
horo is more intenso than ever and crowds 
are gathering at many points throughout 
the city discussing the situution.

"Have Mercy on U3, Have Mercy on us." 

[Correspondence of tho London News.] 

Bazardjik wo did not find wholly 
destroyed. It was a mixed town, aud 
only tho Christian part hud beeu burnt, 
about 480 houses in all. We rodo 
straight to the church, where a strnugo 
and impressive spectacle awaited us. 
Tho church was in ruin, and tho floor 
was covered with tho stones and tiles 
of tho fallou roof. We hud been 
occupied with so many things while 
traveling about in this way that wo 
kept very little account of time and 
the days slipped by without our 
naming them. I am afraid that, if the 
truth woro told, moro thiiu ouo Sun- 
day camo aud wont without a single 
ouo of our party remombeiing it, and 
I, for one, am obliged to confess that 
it never occurred to mo that this 
particular day was tho Sabbath until I 
camo in sight of tho churchyard. Thero 
I was suddenly and unexpectedly 
reminded of it. Standing there, 
bareheaded in tho sunshine, was au 
old man —a peasant reading prayers 
from a book, and around him, kneeling 
among tho graves, a crowd of people, 
who gavo the responses in a united 
voice that rose and swelled on tho air, 
and died away in a mournful strain 
almost like a funeral wail. Tho voice of 
tho old man was shrill, broken, and 
tearful; that of tho people round, full, 
and harmonious, but inexpressibly 
sad, mournful, full of tears. It was as 
though all tho sorrows, all tho suf- 
ferings, all the wrongs of this down- 
trodden and God- fearing peoplo had 
taken voice — hud turned into prayer — 
into a piteous appeal to heaven for 
mercy. In spito of the shattered walls 
of their roofless homes, in spite of tho 
ruins of tho little church around 
which flowed the current of their 
village lifo, in spito of the new made 
graves of their slaughtered kinsfolk, 
among which they woro kneeling, 
these people still beliovG in tho good- 
ness of God. Still believe, perhaps, 
that wrong is transient, aud justice 
eternal. Still remembered tbe Sabbath 
day to keep it holy, and, for want of a 
better, turned the dwelling of the dead 
into a houso of prayer. Tho two voices, 
that of thoold man querulous, broken, 
tearful, and that of tho peoplo — of 
men, women, and children, old and 
young, melting into one full, rich 
swoll but equally tearful, — answered, 
auj spoko to each other iu a litany 
whoso response or refrain was "Have 
mercy on us, havo mercy on us." No 
cry for vengeance, not even for justice, 
but only a mock and humblo prayer 
for mercy and for pity, — now the 
prayer of tho whole Bulgarian people. 

It is an interesting fact connected 
with the churches of New "York city, 
that tho pulpits of somo of tiie 
most prominent and wealthy are 
filled by preachers of foreign birth. 
Dr. John Hall, a north of Ireland 
Scotchman and one of tho most popu- 
lar clergymen of the city, occupies the 
new and handsome Presbyterian 
Church on Fifth-avenue, which cost 
over a million; tho Fifth-avenue 
Collegiato Dutch Reformed Church is 
held by Dr. Ormiston, a Scotchman; 
Dr. Taylor, also a Scotchman, preaches 
at tho Broadway Tabernacle, and now 
tho old Biick Church on Fifth-avenue 
has invited the liev. Llewellyn Heaven 
of London, to como over at a satifac 
tory salary. Dr. McCosh, thePreaiden 
of Princetown College, is a Scotchman 
Laird Collier, who was one of the most 
popular preachers of Chicago, also 
hails from tho Lan .1 o'Cukesj aud 
many other whoso names aro not 
remembred also claim a nativity on 
the other side of the Atlantic. Of tho 
Catholic Church fully eight-tenths of 
the bishops and clergymen are Irish 
or German or Italian, chiefly of the 
first-named.
